Friends  OF  man  and  ok  the.  Ivedekmer 
— 111  ilie  providence  oniiiu, 

who  “  hr.th  made  of  otie  blood  all  nations  of 

inen _ and  determined  the  times  before  ap  • 

poiiiteil  and  tlie  bounds  of  tlieir  habitations, 
that  lliev  should  seek  the  Lord,  it  haplv 
they  mi^ht  feel  after  him  and  find  him 
several  youths,  natives  ot  tlie  Sandwich  isl¬ 
ands,  h.ave  been  brou;;ht  to  our  sliores,  and 
favored  with  a  temporary  residence  in  these 
reti^iotis  of  light.  Sever^of  them  have  been 
))l;iced  under  instruction  itt  tiic  Foreign 
Mi*-ion  School,  at  Cornwall,  Conn,  and 
their  improvement  in  kriowledge,  human 
and  divine,  has  fully  answered  the  most 
laisc'd  exjjectatiotis  of  their  patrons,  bene¬ 
factors  and  friends. 

O  wliat  a  wonderful  thing  it  is,”  said 
one  of  them,  “  that  the  liaml  of  the  Divine 
Providence  lias  brought  me  liere,  from  that 
iieallienish  darkness,  where  the  light  oi 
divine  truth  never  had  been.  Ami  liere  ’ 
liave  found  the  name  of  the  laud  Jesus  in 
the  liolv  Scriptures  ;  and  have  read  that 
his  blood  was  shed  for  many.  ()  N\hat  :: 
liappv  time  1  have  now,  while  my  p'oor 
friends  and  relations  at  home  are  perishing 
with  hunger,  and  thirsty,  wanting  of  Divine 
Mei  cy,  and  water  out  of  the  the  well  ol  sal¬ 
vation  :  My  |mor  countrymen,  w  ho  are  yet 
living  in  t  :e  region  athl  sliadovv  of  death, 
without  knowledge  of  the  true  God,  and 
ignorant  of  t!:c  future  world — iiave  no  Bi¬ 
ble  to  read — :io  ^Sabbath — and  all  tliese 
things  are  unknow'n  to  tliem.  1  olten  led 
for  tnem  in  the  night  seasoii,  concerning 
the  loss  of  their  souls.  M.av  the  Lord  Je-

sus  dwell  in  my  heart,  and  [ireparc  me  to 
go  and  spend  the  remaining  part  of  my  lile 
with  them.  Bv.t  nut  m//  \clily  O  Lurdy  hut 
tlnj  laill  he  dune.  G  lio  iiot  cease  to  pray 
lor  me,  and  for  Tennoe,  and  for  the  poor 
ignorant  people  at  Owhyhee.” 

The  w  ill  of  the  Lord  Jesus  is  done. — 
Tlie  dear  lamented  Oboo!'».‘h  was  not  to 
return  to  Owhyhee.  But  nis  prayers  and 
supplications  with  many  tears,  for  his  “poor 
friends,  and  relations  and  countrymen,” 
which  he  ceased  not  to  uUcr,  until  his  soul 
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rested  in  the  lK)sum  of  his  Saviour,  vvill  not 
be  forgotten  in  heaven  ;  nor  must  they  be 
forgotten  on  earth. 

Four  ot  his  surviving  companions  appear 
to  have  been  made  partakers  of  4he  same 
grace,  to  be  tilled  with  the  same  spirit,  and 
to  be  burning  with  the  same  desire. 

Shall  the  holy  flame  be  quenched  r  Shall 
these  dear  young  disciples  not  be  allowed 
and  encouraged  to  return,  and  publish  in 
tlicir  native  isles  the  good  tidings  of  great 
joy  which  in  this  land  they  havelieard,  and 
which  shall  be  to  all  people.  But  how 
shall  they  return  and  how  shall  the  great 
design,  so  dear  to  their  hearts,  so  important 
to  those  wlnmi  they"  love,  and  to  many 
tliousandsol  human  beings,  be  carried  into 
eh'ect  }  Shall  they  be  sent  back  alone, 
without  means,  without  aid,  for  the  ardu¬ 
ous,  glorious  enrerprize  ? 

Ye  javored  dwellers  in  this  land  of  bles¬ 
sings,  is  not  the  voice  as  distinct,  as  clearly 
an  expression  of  the  Saviour’s  good  pleas¬ 
ure,  as  was  that  vvhlcli  w  as  heat  d  at  Tj  oas  ? 
Not  only  does  it  sound  from  the  grave, air 
from  the  celestial  mansion  of  Olxiok'i&h  ; 
but  even  now  “  thare  stand^^  men  of  Owhy  - 
hee,  AVoahoo,  and  praying  ajid say-- 

:/zg  ‘  Come  oi-c#-,”  and  send'over,  to  the 
Sandwich  l^lamls,  and  help  us. 

I  he  call  has  touched  the  hearts  of  inanv. 
S(Hue  have  ottered  themselves  to  go  ;  and 
the  resolution  to  send  is  fixed.  By  or  be- 
hire  the  miildle  of  October  next,Providence 
permitting,  a  mission  to  tlie  Sandwich  Isl¬ 
ands,  will  be  embarked  at  Boston,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Americani  Bea/d  of 
(Commissioners  lor  Foreign  Missions ;  coui- 
prisiug,  besides  four  of  the  natives  now  at 
the  Foreign  Mission  School,  eight  or  nine 
ofiiur  own  country  men,  most  of  them  mar¬ 
ried,  and  one  having  a  family  of  five  chil¬ 
dren  ;  in  all  more  than  twenty  live  per¬ 
sons  ;  tw'o,  Messrs.  Ilirain  Bingham,  and 
Asa  Thurston,  ordained  Missionaries-;  two, 
1^'iauuel  Uuggles,  and  Thomas  Hopoo,  (a 
native  of  Owhyhee,  and  the  friend  of  Obuu- 
k'iahy)  advanced  in  preparation  for  the  min¬ 
istry,  and  well  {qualified  for  Catechists  and 
Teacheis  ;  a  physician,  a  printer,  and  a 
prime  farmer,  with  qualifications  also  for 
teacliing.  Individuals  of  the  com  pan  v  are,

besides,.  gkilJed  iu  various  niechanical 
ti'ades* 

To  the  interesting  young  islanders  all  is 
lio}>e  and  joy.  To  the  devoted  and  belov¬ 
ed  servants  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  who  go  with 
them,  the  sacrifices  are  greaL  Yet  tlie 
love  of  Christ  constrains  them  ;  and  for  the 
benefit  of  those,  w  her  are  ready  to  j)erish  for 
lack  of  knowledge  of  him,  tliev  cheerfuUv 
relin((uish  their  mends,  their  country,  their 
earthly  prospects,  and  give  up  themselves^ 
iiiid  their  all.  ^Vili  not  then  this  Christian 
community  as  cheerfully  supply  the  requis¬ 
ite  means  for  the  various  exigencies  and 
purposes  of  the  Mission  ? 

'J'he  expense,  especially  in  the  outset^ 
evidently  cannot  be  light. 

Fitting  the  vessel  for  so  many  passengers 
and  ship-room  for  them,  and  for  all  tliat 
ll)ey  should  carry  with  tliem,  will  cost,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  contract,  made  as  is  thought^ 
on  quite  reasonable  terms,  about  two  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  :  the  owner  furnishing  woml 
.and  water,  but' no  provisions  or  stores.  T’le 
provisions  and  sea-stores^  reejuisite  for  so 
large  a  company ,  daniig  a  voyage  of  five 
or  six  month. s,  must  be  of  no  inconsideraoie 
amount.  And  those  wlio  embark  in  this 
enterprize,  must  be  furnisheti  besides  with 
many  articles  for  their  sustemiiice  and 
comfort  after  they  shid!  have  lantled.  A 
fran  c,  with  nraterials  for  covering  and  fiii- 
idiing  a  small  house  for  (he  immediate  use 
of  the  mission  family,  must  be'  provided. 
Mciliciries  for  themselves,  aud  for  the  ben¬ 
efit  of  the  natives,. in  suitable  vanelv.  and 
liberal  quantity  :  and  a  gocHl  supply  of  the 
common  implements  of  husbandry  ;  axes, 
ploughs,  hoes,  shovels,  tkc.  as  also  of  the  I 
most  important  tools  of  various  mechanicar 
arts  ;  sndtheiy,  carpentry,  &c.  must  be  fur¬ 
nished.  These  tools  and'  implements,  in 
almost  any  given  quantity,  may  be  turned 
to  good  account  for  the  pui  |>oses  of  the  mis- 
bion  ;  as  they  will  answer  instead  of  money 
and  even  better  than  money,  for  purchases 
to  be  made  of  the  natives,  and  at  the  same 
time  serve  to  promotcrilieir  civil iz.ation. 

The  plan  of  this  mission’ requires  a  gr  eat 
variety  nt  books,  embracing  the  first  rudi¬ 
ments  of  learning,  and  extend  mg  to  the 
higher  branrhej^  of  literature  a;xi  science, 
'i’he  niissionai  ie»  and*  flieir  assistants  will 
IiochI  ample  means  of  pu:  suing  stiuiv  them* 
selves  in  various  branches  aiuf  all  the  sta¬ 
ges  ot  education  ;  and  ample  means  are 
needed  to  furnish  a  seiuirrary  on  heathen 
ground,  where  native  teachers  and  preach¬ 
ers  may  be  trained  for  usefulness  among 
tiieir  countrymen.  English  Bibles  and 


Testaments  will  also  hr  needed  ri»7t  only 
for  the  mission  itself,  but  for  distribution* 
.  among  Brutish  and  American  sailors,  many 
of  whom  touch  at  the  Islands.  A  fount  of 
types  and  a  printing-press  will  be  procur¬ 
ed.  An  abunriant  supply  of  stationary  will 
also  be  required. 

But  what  is  all  tliis  expense,  in  its  utmost 
estimate,  compared  with  the  object  r  it  is^ 
a  sentTment  worthy  of  the  t'especteil  prea¬ 
cher  by  whom  it  w'as  uttered  ;  "If  tl.e 
churches  of  New  England,  knowing  tin*, 
purpose  of  God  concerning  OlxKjkiah,  had 
chiu'tered  a  ship  and  sent  it  to  OwhyheCv 

ion  purpirse  to  bring  him  to  Ghrist  and  fit 
him  fm-  heaven  ;  it  vvoidd  have  been  a. 
cheap  purcliase  of  blessedness  to  men  and 
gioi’v  to  GikI  :  ami  were  there  no  other  e.x- 
pedients  now*  to  rescue  liis  poor  coiintry- 
r:u.*n  for  wiiom  he  prayed,  the  end  would 
justify  the  constant  eiiijdoyment  of  such 
means  to  bring. the  soL.i  ami  daughters  of 
Owhvhee  to  i.^lorv.*’  Is  tlieie  a  per  son  in 
New  Kngl.ttuI,  i.s  tlreie  a  believer  rn  the 
Gospel  on  earth,  who  would  not  subsci*il>c 
to  tins  sentiment  r.  Gtaheite,  Kimeo,  the 
iiociety  Islands,  purged  of  their  Idols, 
cleansed  fr  om  tlie  blood  of  hiimaa  sacrifi¬ 
ces,  illumined  with  he.;ivcndy  light,  resound¬ 
ing  w  ith  grateful  praises  to  Him  wdio  made 
ami  has  redeemed  the  world  !  of  what 
comparative  account  are  all  the  expenses 
and  all  the  labors  of  the  ^0  years  miasiun  r 
I'he  i^fandwicli  Islands  are  a  larger  and 
richer  field  for  Chris tuiii  charity  and  Chr  is¬ 
tian  iiope  ;  coiitaining  a  population  equal 
to  one  tiiird  of  New  England,-  kindly  dis¬ 
posed,  desirous  of  civilization,  and  of  excel¬ 
lent  mental  epilowments  the  climate  sa¬ 
lubrious,  ai;d  the  s<ul  exuberaiitlv  fei’tile. 

Tie  fullest  coufiileiu'e  i-s  entertainea  that 
this  Mis>itm  will  comrneiul  itself  to  tire 
hearts  oi’  American  Christians,  and  obtain 
an  extensive  and  liberal  patronage.  Jtut 
tfie  bounty  that  shall  he  r^^ceived  in  the  outset 
will  be  doubly  precious.-  The  expense  of 
i  setting  th.e  uiissum  out  miiat  be  heavy  in 
proportion  to  what  piolxibiy  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  sup|Hn*ting  it  afterwards  and  be¬ 
sides  large  dr  afts  upon  the  funds  of  tlic 
Board,  are  urgently  demanded  for  otlier 
objects  ;  paiticularry  for  a  large  reinforce¬ 
ment  now  going  to  liiairmrd  ;  fiw  the  Mi‘>- 
sioii  to  the  Cbei'trkees  of  tlie  Arkansaw,  and 
for  the  Mission  U*  Jerusalem.  A  special 
^call,  tlieiefoie,  for  immediate  and.  liberal 
help  has  become  necessary;  a  call  which 
inuv  be  answer  ed,  and  will,  it  is  not  doubt- 
ed,  be  promptly  and  cheerfully  answered,, 
•by  contributions  and  4ioua lions  either  in 
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twTmer,  or  in  such  articles  of  various  kinds, 
'OS  are  wanted  for  the  voyage  and  tiie  Mis- 
*^ion.

The  following  letter  from  the  Rev.  AN'. 
:P.  Crook,  one  of  the  Missionaries  in  Ota- 
heite,  was  ad<lresse<l  to  the  Rev.  W.  Mil¬ 
ne,  at  Malacca,  and  contains  not  oidy  a 
confirmation  of  thedormer  intelligence,  but 
also  several  very  pleasing  particulars  with 
which  we  had.no^  before  been  acquainted. 
AN’e  copy  it  from  No.  ti,  of  the  Indo-Ohi- 
nt'se  Gleaner,  published  at  Malacca,  in  Oc¬ 
tober  last,  whlcli  is  just  come  to  haniL 

IVilkefi  Harbor,  Tahiti,  July  9,  1818. 

My  dear  and  liigrdy  esteemed  Rrother, 

'Mr.  Davies  ami  I  wrote  to  you  fr*om 
Eimeo  last  December.  Since  that  time 
many  impi.rhant  tilings  have  liappeneil  ; 
•we  have  been  reinfo::''etl  by  additional  la- 
*K)rers  from  Kngland  ;  our  brig  so  long  in 
hand,  called  the  Haiceh,  is  now  at  sea  re¬ 
moving  the  missionaries  to  their  vanous 
stations,  flight  of  us  are  left  at  these  two 
islands,  and  eight  go  to  the  leeward  islands 
of  the  group.  W  e  have  three  missioiiaiy 
stations  at  -tills  island,  and  one  at  Kiamo, 
with  two  missionaries  at  eacii  station.  Mr. 
ilourne,  one  of  the  newly  arrived  mission¬ 
aries  is  with  me;  he  understands  printing, 
ami  we  are  about  to -set  up  a  press  here,  in 
addition  to  that  which  Mr.  Ellis  has  reinov- 
to  tho  Islands  below.  The  whole  of  this 
group  of  Islands  is  now  professedly  Chris¬ 
tian,  and  if  we  are  tojudge  of  their  comluct 
by  that  of  nominal  Christians  in  general, 
they  have  vastly  the  advantaj^e.  'Pheft  is 
almost  unknown  among  them.  F'amily 
prayer  is  set  up  at  every  house,  and  pri¬ 
vate  prayer  is  almost  universally  attended 
to.  I’hese  poor  pt'ople  look  up  to  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  as  their  oracle  in  all  their  troubles 
ol  body  and  mind,  civil  and  religious.  They 
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were  once  the  cruel  slaves  of  Satan,  des* 
troying  themselves  and  their  infant  oT- 
spring.  Now,  women  are  restored  to  their 
rank  in  society,  a  new  generation  of  young 
ones  is  springing  un  beloved  by  their  pa¬ 
rents  ;  and  the  face  of  tilings  is  marvel¬ 
lously  altered,  so  that'  we  are  constrained 
tosiiy ,  ‘  This  is  the  Lord’s  doing,  and  it  is 
marvellous  in  our  eves.’ 

c  are  erideavoring  to  bring  them  in¬ 
to  regular  habits,  andto  promote  their  com¬ 
fort  and  usefulness.  This  v^e  trust,  will 
be  in  time  aceomplrshetl.  Last ‘May  we 
held  the  anniversary  meeting  at  Eimeo, 
All  the  missionaries,  sheteen  in  number^ 
and  most  of  their  families  were  present  .; 
and  spent  a  most  delightful  day  together, 
j)artaking  of  the  Lonl’s  supper.  But  what 
IS  most  remarkable,  a  Missionary  Society 
was  formed  among  the  natives,  i  he  King 
is  Prrsident,  and  the  various  Chiefs  are 
Governors,  with  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 
Cocoa-nut  oil,  arrow-root,  cotton  or  pork, 
is  to  he  subscribed  and  the  funds  sent  to 
England.  It  is  supposed,  that  there  will 
be  scarce  one  inhabitant,  that  will  not  be  a 
membei:. 

Readirjg’k  become  general  among  this 
people,  and  they  are  diligently  engaged  in 
•teaching  each  other  :  3000  copies  or  Luke 
have  been  pnnted  and  .sold  for  3  Mllonfs  bf 
cocoa-nut  oil  each  copy.  Many  tliou sands 
are  sadly  disappoint^  that  there  are  no 
more.  We  believe  ten  thousand  might 
have  been  sold  in  ten  days.  We  hope  to 
get  on  printing  and  publishing  the*  8acreil 
{Scriptures. 

‘  A  great  concern  is  manifested  for  the 
islands  aiound  us,  and  those  who  were 
thought  to  be  out  of  the  reach  of  missiona¬ 
ries,  are  graciously  and  very  providentially 
brought  under  the  influence  of  the  word. 
The  fame  of  the  Gospel  has  spread  by 
means  cf  the  natives  themselves.  The  in¬ 
habitants  of  some  of  the  low  islands  to  the 
eastward  have  cast  away  their  idols,  and 
many  of  them  are  among  us,  learning  tiie 
wftid  of  God.  The  sound  has  reached 
Tubuai,  and  tiie  high  islands  called  Raiva- 
vae,  and  the  people  ai*e  desirous  of  iriis- 
sionaries.  I  am  sanguine  in  my  expecta¬ 
tions  of  the  Jlarquesa'i,  some  of  wdiom  liave 
lear  ned  to  read  with  us,  and  now  others, 
natives,  from  hence  are  going.  I  have  aUf* 
some  hopes  of  the  Sandu'ivh  Islands,  as  the 
American  Bri^  Clarion,  Ify  whom  I  send 
this,  is  hound  thither,  and  takes  passenj^ers^ 
some  natives  of  those  islands  who  have  been 
leaniin;:^  the  word  of  God  here.  Excuse 
mv  hastv  scrawl  dear  bixither,  uod  let  me 
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have  the  pleasure  to  hear  from  von  when 
opportunity  offers,  and  I  hope  to  he  punc¬ 
tual  in  writin«:to  vou  in  return.  Mr.  Da- 
vies  has  removed  to  llnahme,  with  Mr  El¬ 
lis  and  others,  having  the  press.  As  we 
are  to  windward,  I  shall  most  likely  get  in¬ 
telligence  first,  and  any  you  may  send  me, 
shall  be  quicklv  communicated  to  hi’.n. — 
\V  e  are  here  with  eight  children,  have  a 
dispensary,  a  large  school  on  tlie  new*  plan, 
much  of  the  language,  &c.  to  write,  and  fre¬ 
quently  to  preach  ;  Mrs.  C.  has  also  a 
school  of  giris,  so  that  we  have  enough  to 
do.’

ment  ;  that  it  has  fiu  nished  >vell  qualified 
instructors  for  £11  Scluv>ls.  £30 
schools  have  been  added  to  th*e  Sod 
the  total  number  of  selumls  in  Uni( 

3:239  ;  the  total  number  of  children  in 
schools  is  180,000,  besides  50,(  00  in  i 
schools  conducted  on  tlie  principles  ci 
society,  though  not  in  uniim  witli  it.

Mohammedanism.  His  credentials  were 
Jaid  before  tlie  Scotch  ^formerly  the  1/ilin- 
burgh)  Missionary  Society  ;  the  only  insti¬ 
tution  Mmich  has  hitherto  directed  its  ener¬ 
gies  a‘i^inst  the  erroi*s  of  the  false  Prophet. 
The  Society  has,  in  consequence,  engaged 
to  further  the  designs  of  the  Sultan,  as  far 
as  possible  ;  and,  with  this  view,  to  send 
under  his  superintendance,  four  Missiona¬ 
ries  to  the  Crimea,  and  to  assist  in  the  for¬ 
mation  of  Seminarii's  for  the  instruction  of 
4:hat  country.  Full  details  of  these  patriot¬ 
ic  plans  wore,  communicated  to  the  meet¬ 
ing  by  the  Sultan  in  a  manner  llie  most  in¬ 
teresting  ;  and  a  pathetic  appeal  was  made 
to  the  generosity  ofall,  to  assist  in  the  exe- 
cuUoc.  'i’here  was  a  charm  in  his  address 
Cm'  which  every  countenance  iiresent  be¬ 
spoke  the  feeling  ;  and  from  which  hopes 
are  entertained  of  the  success  of  his  cause. 
It  was  afterwards  moved  by  the  liev.  Mr. 
.Steel,  that  the  meeting  cordially  approve  of 
ihe  Sultan’s  communications  and  designs  ; 
anil  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  con¬ 
sider  the  best  means  of  obtaining  assistance 
here  for  carrying  these  designs  into  eflect. 
This  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.  Ward- 
law,  who  addressed  the  meeting  in  a  strain 
of  the  purest  and  most  touching  eloquence, 
im  behalf  of  the  mission.  The  meeting 
wc.s  closed  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Dr  Gil-

.If,  in  our  report  of  last  year,  we  could  say 
something'  had  been  done  for  tlie  cause  of 
Sabbath  Schools  in  this  Society — that  some 
exertion  had  been  made — it  is  with  much 
satisfaction  we  can  now  sav,  that  an  accel-. 


crated  motion  has  been  given  to  this  nioi  a! 
machine,  and  those  exertions  have  been 
crowned  with  no  ordinary  degree  of  suc¬ 
cess.  The  Society  has  received  into  the 
Union  five  Schools  during  the  past  year,  and 
about  400  Scholars.  The  number  of  Schools 
now  under  the  care  of  tlie  Society  is  7,  of 
learners  500,  regular  attendants  j214,  man¬ 
aged  by  23  Superintendents  and  '1  eacliers; 
Tne  same  system  has  been  jiursued;  with 
few  exceptions,  in  all  the  Schools,  and 
those  necessarily  arising  from  their  local 
situation.  ’ 

Your  Cominittt'e  in  closing  this  Report,* 
v/oiild  observe,  tliat  there  is  nothing  we 
deem  mure  worthy  of  remark  than  the  hap¬ 
py  ellecls  produced  in  our  Schools  by  the 
Bible.  To  be  able  to  read  that  Book  is  the 
object  of  exertion  on  the  part  of  the  Schol¬ 
ars,  and  to  obtain  the  Book  itself  bv  com- 
mitiing  portions  of  it  to  memory,  is  esteem¬ 
ed  a  liigli  distinction.  By  this  its  value  is 
iloubied.  Take  away  tae  Jfible,  and  our 
Schools  would  soon  decay  and  be  dissolved. 
“  it  is  the  source  of  motive;  as  it  is  t!iat  of 
obligation  to  Superiniendents and  Teaciieis, 
and  supplies  all  their  encouragement  to  la¬ 
bour  ana  to  persevere,  and  all  their  ho[>e  of 
benefit  to  themselves  and  others.”  It  is* 
the  centre  and  soul  of  liie  system  ;  it  gives 
it  ail  ilseiiergA,  ensures  its  utility,  aiitl  pro¬ 
vides  for  its  success*  “  The  divine  Auilior 
ot  that  Book  has  shed  down  his  blessings 
upon  our  Schools,”  through  the  ‘  instrumen¬ 
tality  of  his  word,  and  the  agency  of  those 
to  whom  he  has  trusted  tlie  dispensation  of 
it.”  It  is  therefore,  gratifying  to  ie|)orE 
ihat  much  altcnlion  has  been  paid  to  the 
reading  and  recitation  of  tlie  Scriptures. — 
6(1,815  verses  in  Scripture,  Hymns  and  Cat¬ 
echisms,  have  been  recited  in  the  diilerent 
Schools,  more  tiian  40,000  of  which  were 
from  the  sacred  oracles.  Many  Schohus 
have  committed  whole  Books  or  Epistles, 
and  are  now  able  to  recite  them  with  little 
hesitstion,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  give  the 
sense  of  what  they  repeat. 

W  ith  an  object  betore  you  at  once  so  in¬ 
teresting  and  so  important, no  less  than  the 
eternal  welfare  t*t  these  aad  many  otlier 
children — under  such  high  considerations, 
we  feel  assured  that  you  will  not  sulfer  any 
of  these  ( I'liitlreu  to  perish  for  lack  of  knowl¬ 
edge,  while  you  can  encourage  them  by 
your  individual  infiuence,  your  property  or 
your  prayers.
